Bylaw likely to be controversial

Complaints coming in from residents who are irritated by the big rig trucks and trailers parked on 
their street prompted the town council to prepare to pass a new bylaw making it a legal infraction to park 
in undesignated areas. 

"We've received a lot of complaints," says Robert Wigg, town bylaw officer. 

Wigg, together with the RCMP, proposed the changes to the existing bylaw which now states that 
truck drivers can park anywhere along a truck route. The problem is that many truck routes also run 
through residential areas where residents have complaints about the visual aspect of having big rigs and 
trailers parked out in front of their homes and noise and smog concerns. 

In addition, a permit is needed to park any other place in town, and those permits are not being 
obtained.

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Phone solicitors 
operating illegally 

RCMP advise caution in dealings

Residents who may have found themselves on the other end 
of the phone with a phone solicitor that is operating illegally 
in the town of Didsbury. 

Cory Industries has been telephoning local residents from 
an Olds cellular phone number indicating that they are eligible 
for a free package if they are willing to have a demonstration 
of a product in their home. Town of Didsbury bylaw officer, 
Robert Wigg and the local RCMP say they have received phone 
calls from numerous residents who were treated poorly and 
were checking into the legitimacy of this company. 

Wigg reports that although they may be a legitimate com¬ 
pany they are operating illegally because they have failed to 
obtain a business licence even after being told that they must 
do so. 

Until the company obtains a licence, Wigg and the RCMP 
report that it is best not to deal with this organization because 
customers may not have any recourse if they feel they have 
been treated poorly. 

The local RCMP station has placed a call to the head office 
of Cory Industries to further check into the company, but as of 
press time they had not made contact and could not make any 
definitive comment regarding the legitimacy of the organiza¬ 
tion. 

However, they did add that residents should always be 
careful when dealing with direct sales and if they have any 
concerns should call the local RCMP or the Town of Didsbury 
to be sure the company has a business licence. 

In the case of Cory Industries, they do not have such a 
licence. 


Redesignation 
refund reviewed

County council increased redesignation application 
fees to $300 last year, but now they are offering an 
opportunity for some of that fee to be refunded in cases 
where the application does not make it to the first 
reading of a bylaw. 

"The cost implications are not significant," says county 
commissioner, Harold Johnsrude when asked about the 
revenue that would be lost to the county. 

Coun. Sheila Lochrem clarified that the planning 
department is meant to be a "break even" scenario and 
said that if a 50% refund would still cover the costs of 
filing an application, then she would support a motion to 
do so. 

Coun. Ian Harvie said, "I am quite comfortable where 
things are at right now." He said that he believes the 
planning department at the county spends a great deal of 
time advising residents or businesses of how to accu¬ 
rately fill out the application and the history of similar 
applications which is all cost and time consuming. 
Harvie believes that if the developer still chooses to go 
ahead, they should be responsible to pay the fee whether 
it makes it to a first reading or not. 

When asked about actual revenue loss, Johnsrude 
reported that in 1998 there was about $6000 worth of 
applications that did not go as far as first reading, 
therefore refunds would have been $3000. 

Coun. Gerald Ingerveld made the motion to refund 
50% of redesignation fees when they are declined in the 
first stages. The motion passed, though Reeve Pat James 
and Harvie were opposed. 


County council compares closely

County council had the 
chance to compare themselves 
to other similar size and tax 
based counties in the province. 

”My comment is I would say 
were fairly average," says 
county commissioner, Harold 
Johnsrude who studied the 
graphs, charts and straight 
across comparisons. 

One area in particular that 
stood out in a positive light 
for the county was the level of 
long term debt as compared to 
similar counties. 

Mountain View County has 
only used 0.1% of their legis¬ 
lated debt limit, which is the 
lowest in the province, com¬ 
pared with the average of 3.7%. 
In relation their debt load 
works out to only $2 per 


capita, while the provincial 
average is $72. 

"We just don't have a lot of 
debt," Johnsrude told council¬ 
lors. "The only debt we carry 
is a long term debt for a Sundre 
fire truck." 

The local county sat fairly 
average in most other sectors 
of comparison including their 
municipal equalized tax rate 
which is 6.13 mills including 
the fire requisition. The pro¬ 
vincial average was 6.24 mills. 

The residential tax rate, 
which includes the school req¬ 
uisition sent down by the prov¬ 
ince, the municipal rate, and 
fire requisition was 12.62 as 
compared to a provincial aver¬ 
age of 12.12 mills. 

All in all, councillors were 
pleased with the numbers be¬

The town will pay for the whole cost, however the RCMP 
property division will repay half of the costs based on the percent¬ 
age of rural members they are responsible which is 50% (4 officers). 
The repayment will be over a 25 year period. 

The Didsbury RCMP Sergeant, Ron Platz sums up his feelings 
towards the green light simply with "Excited." 

He adds, "We can't do business out of this building anymore." 
Platz explains how crowded it is not just for prisoners, but for the 
staff who are practically on top of one another. 

"We're long overdue for this, for safety reasons, for our members 
and the public." 

Platz says that he believes the building will be a perfect location 
for a number of reasons. It will make prisoner transport much 
easier, it provides quick access out of town for the officers in case 
of an emergency call, and it is also in a great place for public access. 

We think the facility will serve the needs of the detachment 
well,” says Platz. 

He adds that the building also gives them room to move should 
they ever expand manpower at the detachment. 

"I think it will be good for the town,” says Platz. 

This Friday, Parliament will be in Edmonton hashing out the 
lease agreements that will make the move final.

Meeting with political leader 
garners low attendance

Organizers were obviously 
disappointed at the sparse 
crowd that turned out last 
Thursday night for a Social 
Credit leader’s speech. 

Not only was the crowd 
sparse, but Randy 
Thorsteinson, the leader of the 
Social Credit Party who was 
scheduled to speak was a no 
show. 

Organizers apologized to the 
three people who had gathered 
in the Five-0 Club basement 
stating that Thorsteinson had 
been suffering from some 
health problems and was un¬ 
able to make it to Didsbury. 

Instead, Don McDonald, the 
Social Credit's candidate in the 
local constituency during the 
last provincial election spoke 
to the intimate gathering. 
McDonald came in second place 
to sitting MLA, Richard Marz, 
by a ratio of about 1:3 during 
that election. 

McDonald spoke about his 
pleasure with his placing in 
the election and then went on 
to say that Thorsteinson has 


geared the party up for being 
prepared earlier in the next 
election, which he believes will 
increase their share of the vote. 

McDonald then asked those 
in attendance what their con¬ 
cerns were and how they felt 
Social Credit could answer 
them. 

One member of the audi¬ 
ence said he summed it up this 
way. "Everything from moral¬ 
ity to taxation is a problem." 
However, he spoke mostly 
about education issues, includ¬ 
ing private schooling and a 
possible voucher system for 
students. 

McDonald, who in his own 
family has chosen alternative 
education told the man he sup¬ 
ported a voucher system in 
education because he believes 
the competition for students 
could only increase the qual¬ 
ity offered by schools. 

McDonald also spoke about 
his opposition to the Cana¬ 
dian Wheat Board "monopoly" 
and how he believes it is an 
issue that needs to be ad¬ 
dressed. 


Another topic of discussion 
was fuel taxes. He said that he 
does not agree with the way 
fuel taxes are spent because 
they are not being allocated to 
the areas that they were origi¬ 
nally planned to be. 

"Every dollar that is taken 
in fuel tax should be going to 
roads." 

McDonald emphasized what 
Thorsteinson is pushing in the 
party and that is to increase 
the number of Social Credit 
candidates running. They hope 
to have a candidate in each 
riding for the next election. 

That is partially the reason 
the party was visiting Dids¬ 
bury. They hope to have an 
active constituency associa¬ 
tion in the area and were look¬ 
ing for those who were inter¬ 
ested in pursuing the party's 
politics. 

The meeting was very in¬ 
formal and lasted just over an 
hour, after which the organiz¬ 
ers said they felt that although 
the crowd was small they had 
at least made some positive 
contact in the community.

In addition to the permit issue, Wigg says sometimes even 
those with a permit are not following the existing rules and 
regulations attached to that document. 

Proposed changes to the bylaw would restrict parking to only 
19 St. (the road past Westward Parts) and Co-Op Rd from 
Secondary Highway 582 south to 15 Ave., and discontinue 
truckers being allowed to park anywhere along a truck route. 

"This is not a simple issue," Wigg told council adding that he 
expected a great deal of input from truckers in the community. 

We recognize that this will create a lot of inconvenience for 
legitimate business people who are truck drivers." 

The council agreed that the bylaw needed revisions to make 
the relationship between truckers and the community a more 
amiable one, but many of the councillors also recognized that 
there would be concern among the trucking community. 

Coun. Don Watt said, "If we say they can't go here, then where 
are we going to permit them to go." 

Wigg outlined the existing bylaw and stated that although it 
is now legal to park on any truck route, he is proposing setting 
only a couple of designated areas. 

The present bylaw states that a truck and trailer can park 
anywhere along a truck route. Those routes are along 20 Ave., 
19 St., 20 St., and 15 Ave., and Secondary Highway 582. 

Wigg says this would change in the new bylaw. 

"It is getting to be a bigger and bigger issue," says Wigg. Most 
of the complaints have revolved around the noise and the smoke 
that these big rigs cause, especially early in the morning, he 
explains. Residents are complaining that this are not appropri¬ 
ate in residential areas, and Wigg agrees. He suggests that the 
newly revised bylaw would limit that problem by allowing the 
truckers to use the industrial commercial area in that part of 
town. 

Another reason Wigg proposed the changes is that the big rigs 
are very hard on residential area streets. 

"Our residential streets were never built to industrial stand¬ 
ards," says Wigg. Industrial routes, such as the 19 St. were built 
to withstand the wear and tear that these vehicles cause. 

Some truckers are currently parking on the empty lots along 
the Canadian Pacific Railway land. Wigg says that the CP police 
have been cracking down on the trespassing which is making 
the situation worse as truckers look for alternative places to 
park and ending up in residential areas. 

Wigg felt that the best way to start the process of changing 
the bylaw was to start with a clean slate. Therefore, all existing 
permits, of which there are only two, will be revoked with 30 
days notice and then the whole truck bylaw, including require¬ 
ments to obtain a permit, will be reviewed at the Protective 
Services Committee meeting. 

Coun. Gary Dolha said at the council meeting that he was 
comfortable with making the changes, but felt that the guide¬ 
lines for applying for a new permit should be in place before the 
notice of cancellation of existing permits is sent out. 

The bylaw was referred to the Protective Services Committee, 
where Wigg says he welcomes input from the public, both 
truckers and residents who have concerns. The meeting will 
take place at the Town Office at 4:30 p.m. on Feb. 16. The 
committee will take into account the feedback from the commu¬ 
nity and will make a recommended motion to council who will 
choose to either pass or deny the revised bylaw.

The third man looks at the man dying on the street and offers 
his point of view. "I think the whole problem happened here 
because the drivers in this area have no regard for pedestrian 
right of way." 

Well, there we have it. Three people have analysed the situation 
and identified the problems. All of these problems might be an 
accurate reflection of what has happened, but notice that no one 
leaned over, picked up this man lying there bleeding to death and 
rushed him to the hospital. 

Instead of solving the problem, these bystanders have done 
nothing more than figure out what happened and why. 

This is what I see happening with our local hospital. Problems 
have been identified. 

Usage is low and that is the problem. 

Confidence is low in the community and that is the problem. 

So, we've identified the problem, but we need to pick up the 
dying facility and do whatever CPR necessary to keep it viable, 
instead of just saying "Okay, we know what the problem is." We, 
and the RHA and the MLA need to add to the end of that thought, 
"...Now let's work towards solving it." 

That CPR could come in many forms. So the usage of the 
hospital's acute care facility is 49%, let's bump that up so that 
there is no reason that the government can cut any beds. One of 
those mouth to mouth resuscitation needs to start at home. 

We have an absentee landlord, the RHA is all the way in 
Drumheller. There needs to be someone at the local hospital that 
can be a contact person when things go right or wrong, or people 
want to know what services they can access locally. For instance, 
many people do not know that stress tests can be done at the local 
hospital. Or, that we have top of the line x-ray equipment and the 
nurses at the local hospital will bend over backwards to make 
your visit positive. I know that, but not every one does, and the 
RHA needs to do a better job of publicizing this type of informa¬ 
tion. By placing someone at the hospital, a warm body with a chair 
and phone number, residents would have increasing confidence. 

If utilization is a problem, give our residents a reason to use the 
hospital. Surgeons and specialists that used to be given time at 
our local hospital have been slowing dwindling, thereby reducing 
the options available to patients. Where are these surgeons going, 
Drumheller? If it is offered it will be used. 

Someone spoke on the street to say that the hospital used to be 
busy before regionalizing, what happened? Services are being 
dwindled and therefore so has the usage. 

Another CPR method that would work to increase the bed 
usage is to draw patients out of other areas. We are losing bed 
usage to those who choose to go north to Olds and south to 
Calgary, perhaps there is a method to draw back and balance it 
out. One local person told me that when their daughter, who lives 
in Calgary, needs to go the hospital she comes to Didsbury because 
she knows she will be seen quicker, even taking into a account the 
40 minute drive. In Calgary she would wait hours and hours. She 
also says the care she receives here is more personable than in the 
city where your just another cut or sore throat. Maybe some 
money should be spent advertising our facility in the bigger 
centres. Usage would surely increase. 

Let's save our local hospital's life instead of standing there like 
the three men surrounding the dying body and analysing what 
happened as life slowly slips away.

In the past couple of weeks we 
have seen two blatant examples 
of how our criminal justice sys¬ 
tem has gone awry. 

First, on Jan. 15 a ruling by 
BC Supreme Court Justice 
Duncan Shaw, dismissed charges 
of possession of child pornogra¬ 
phy against John Robin Sharpe. 
His ruling deemed that the law 
under which Mr. Sharpe was 
charged violates the freedom of 
expression guaranteed by the Ca¬ 
nadian Charter of Rights and 
Freedoms. 

The intent of subsection 4, of 
section 163.1 of the Criminal 
Code as it pertains to child por¬ 
nography, was to protect our 
children and society from this 
exploitation and clearly this was 
not achieved with this decision. 
Under extreme pressure from the 
official opposition, the federal 
government moved to appeal this 
decision. 

In order to further this debate 
in Parliament, the Reform Party 
has decided to devote an entire 
day to this issue on Tuesday, 
Feb. 2, 1999. The debate will 
clearly focus on the problem of 
unelected judges undermining the 
law making process of Parlia¬ 
ment, as seen in this case. 

The second example of the 
lunacy of our court system can 
be seen in the case of Deanna 
Emard, a 28-year-old Metis 
woman who stabbed her aborigi¬ 
nal husband to death with a 
butcher knife and was then sen¬ 
tenced to a mere two years less a 
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day to be served in the commu¬ 
nity. The reason for such leni¬ 
ency was because she was a Metis 
and under the Criminal Code, 
section 718.2 (e) directs a judge 
to consider alternatives to prison 
for "all offender", particularly "abo¬ 
riginal offender" in sentencing. 

I have now witnessed five cases 
of this particular section of the 
Criminal Code being invoked. 
The precedent of such a decision 
is seen most clearly in the words 
of Deanna Emard's niece, who 
stated that perhaps she as a Metis, 
should use a butcher knife on a 
few people she didn't like since 
according to these new rules, she 
could do it "for free". 

In order to address this prob¬ 
lem I have had a Private Mem¬ 
ber's Bill drafted that would 
change section 718.2 (e) to elimi¬ 
nate the emphasis on "aboriginal 


offender". In order for all indi¬ 
viduals to be sentences equally 
no particular race should be 
treated any differently than any 
other. 

Over the past six years the 
official opposition has doggedly 
tried, using every means at our 
disposal to keep our justice sys¬ 
tem fair, equal and just. Many 
have questioned our motives, 
however we have challenged 
Parliament on every level and 
will continue to challenge to do 
what is right for all people in 
Canada. To have unelected 
judges go beyond merely inter¬ 
preting the laws we make is 
ridiculous and the record must 
be set straight. Examples such 
as these can no longer be toler¬ 
ated or the complete breakdown 
of our criminal justice system is 
imminent.

It’s always nice to go to Miango 
and relax. They have a reason¬ 
able catering service so we didn’t 
have to worry about meals. We 
met in one of the houses since there were only about ten of us. 

The focus of our prayer retreat was the Way of Holiness. We 
looked at the holiness of God and our own response of holiness. It was 
very convicting to evaluate our own lives compared to the holy 
expectations of God. We were challenged to consider what our 
lifestyles, behavior, attitudes and words did for God’s reputation. If 
we call ourselves His children, are our actions enhancing His repu¬ 
tation in Nigeria or detracting from it? It was great to be able to pray 
for each other and to know others are praying for us. 

The lady that led the retreat, Bobbi Brazil has had some very 
unique experiences in her ministry and it was interesting to hear 
some of her stories about how God has used her. She is serving right 
now in the Baptist mission office in Abidjan, Cote d’Ivoire. In the 
past she has traveled all over the states teaching in churches and she 
has been a prison chaplain to prisoners on death row. 

One example that Bobbi used that I really liked was to compare 
that sins and difficulties that face us to elephants and termites. 
Elephants can be very destructive but they are easy to see and protect 
yourself against. Some sins are like that, easy to see when we face 
them and we can see how to avoid them. Termites are even more 
destructive here in Africa. Whole trees can be eaten in just a few days. 
Foundations can be completely undermined without even knowing 
the termites are there. And so the little sins in our lives that go on 
without too much concern on our part. Little sins that continue to eat 
away at our lives and undermine our holiness. We need to watch out 
for the elephants but we need to be even more diligent about the 
termites. 

The road to Miango has improved a great deal and they are 
working to make it even better. We’ve noticed that many roads have 
been repaired or even resurfaced. We were told that a former head- 
of-state (who was known for his War Against Indiscipline) is in 
charge of a fund to be used for road repair and supplying medicine. 
The medicine part doesn’t seem to be working, but the roads are 
being fixed, and for that we are very grateful. 

The State government workers at the Water Board here in Jos are 
going on strike. It may something to do with the Federal Govern¬ 
ment’s new pay scale that was implemented for a few months, but 
proved to be too expensive for any of the State governments. In fact, 
it looks like the Federal Government will back away from their own 
proposal. The new scale more than tripled the basic salaries, and 
greatly improved the benefits. Alas, it seems it was a bit too good to 
be true. However, workers all over Nigeria saw what could be theirs 
if everything worked out. It’s hard to accept that things didn’t work 
out. All too frequently the poorer people have been short-changed. 
With a new civilian government taking over at the end of May, we all 
hope that people who have suffered for so long will at last get a break. 

Meanwhile, Jos will be without water until some agreement can 
be reached. With it’s reserves, Hillcrest may be able to function for 
about a week before we are forced to get tankers to bring water for 
the school. One of the Mission compounds just had a bore-hole dug 
so they will have water regardless of what comes from the city. 
Sometimes, being self-sufficient seems very desirable. Hillcrest has 
a hundred KVA stand-by generator which is used very frequently. 
Maybe we’ll have to invest in a bore-hole soon.

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Democracy and the lack of 
it in the province of Alberta 


Dear Editor, 

Democracy. The World Book 
Dictionary defines democracy 
as:" a government that is run by 
the people who live under it." 
The Alberta government was 
founded upon the principles of 
democracy. It is that democratic 
foundation that has given us 
many of the freedoms we enjoy 
today. Yet, there is a nagging 
sense among many Albertans 
that true democracy is eroding 
in our province today. 

The overall political picture 
is one of top-down control. Edu¬ 
cation decisions are made by a 
cabinet leader, education bu¬ 
reaucracies and union leaders 
rather than by teachers and 
parents. Appointed provincial 
and regional health authorities 
control health care decisions, 
rather than medical staff and 
the communities they serve. 
Major ethical and moral deci¬ 
sions are made by the Premier 
and his chosen inner circle. Citi¬ 
zen's initiatives and provincial 
plebiscites are shunned, and the 
average Albertan finds himself 
having little input into funda¬ 
mental legislative decisions. 

Huge campaign donations 
have further undermined true 
democracy. Since the tax ben¬ 
efits for multi-thousand dollar 
contributions are minimal for 
the corporations who make 
them, one quickly suspects that 
such donations came with 
strings attached. If corporations 


are granted influence over gov¬ 
ernment decision making in ex¬ 
change for huge campaign do¬ 
nations, the voice of the average 
Albertan who can little afford to 
give such large contributions is 
further dulled. Corporate dona¬ 
tions should be capped at a very 
minimal level or eliminated al¬ 
together. 

True, the budget has been 
balanced in recent years in Al- 
berta-it has been at a federal 
level as well. But if we look 
closely at both political arenas 
we see that the system has not 
changed, and that true democ¬ 
racy has continued to deterio¬ 
rate. Because the system has 
not been reformed, the balanced 
budget remains sustainable only 
so long as incoming revenues 
are high. If the economy contin¬ 
ues to slow and commodity prices 
continue to drop, Albertans 
could soon once again be look¬ 
ing at a deficit. Should this hap¬ 
pen the province will lack the 
monetary resources to continue 
to prop-up its unreformed crum¬ 
bling social programs. 

I have little doubt that many 
MLAs enter politics with a sin¬ 
cere desire to have positive in¬ 
put and to represent their con¬ 
stituents will. The truly disillu¬ 
sioning reality is that between 
party line votes, and true con¬ 
trol resting at the level of the 
premier's inner circle, MLAs can 
little influence true fundamen¬ 
tal decisions in government. 


Never was this more evident 
than in April 1998 when, de¬ 
spite overwhelming support for 
use of the not withstanding 
clause regarding the Delwin 
Vriend decision, the Alberta 
government upheld the Supreme 
Court ruling reading sexual ori¬ 
entation into the Alberta Hu¬ 
man Rights Act. 

When citizens cease to have a 
voice in government they are 
often driven to apathy. That 
apathy evidenced itself in the 
50% eligible voter turnout in 
the last provincial election. 

Let us not resign to apathy, 
but search for alternatives that 
will restore true democracy. Al¬ 
berta needs a truly viable oppo¬ 
sition party. A party that will 
restore that has at its core a 
platform of direct democracy, 
who will be a threat to the lead¬ 
ership's power and who will drive 
the provincial leadership to 
greater accountability, true con¬ 
servatism and true democracy. 

The Alberta Social Credit 
Party has a solid platform of 
direct democracy-a platform 
which would restore a voice to 
the Alberta public. The next 
provincial election is likely only 
a scant two years away. Con¬ 
sider lending Alberta Social 
Credit Party your support that 
they might build as a party be¬ 
tween now and the next provin¬ 
cial election.

They may not meet today's safety 
standards, but once they were 
the stuff of which a child's dreams 
were made of. 

Tinplate and cast iron toys 


are a product of the industrial 
revolution. Until the early 
1800s most toys were carved 
out of wood, but with the in¬ 
troduction of machine tools, 
especially cutting dies and 
forming stamps, it became 
cheaper and easier to mass 
produce metal toys in facto¬ 
ries. Tinplate was ideal for toy 
production since it was easy 
to shape, durable and light 
weight. The exhibit includes 


Pike harvest declines 
to less than 1 million 


The angler’s annual har¬ 
vest of northern pike in Al¬ 
berta has declined dramati¬ 
cally from 2.8 million in 1980 
to only 890,000 in 1995. In 
response to this reduction, 
Alberta Environmental Pro¬ 
tection set up the Northern 
Pike Public Advisory Com¬ 
mittee in partnership with 
the Alberta Conservation As¬ 
sociation and the Alberta 
Commercial Fishermen's As¬ 
sociation. Their recommen¬ 
dations, included in a re¬ 
cently completed summary 
report, have lead to the in¬ 
troduction of new regula¬ 
tions aimed at northern pike 
conservation. 

Ty Lund, Minister of Al¬ 
berta-Environmental Protec¬ 
tion, announced the release 
of the summary report and 
noted, "The comprehensive 
effort made by participants 
on the Northern Pike Public 
Advisory Committee, and the 
valuable input provided by 
fishers of all kinds across 
Alberta, will help guide the 
management of our pike 
population to a stable sus¬ 
tainable level." 

"We are already respond¬ 
ing to some of their recom¬ 
mendations in the!999 Guide 
to Alberta Sportfishing Regu¬ 
lations," added Lund. 


Starting in April 1999, the 
new general angling limit for 
pike will be three pike over 
63 cm total length. The use 
of bows and spears for catch¬ 
ing pike will be prohibited, 
and a maximum of two fish¬ 
ing lines will be allowed when 
ice fishing. Additional regu¬ 
lation changes concerning 
spring sportfishing closures, 
catch and size limits, bait 
bans and special licences will 
be phased in over the follow¬ 
ing two years. 

In preparing their recom¬ 
mendations, the Northern 
Pike Public Advisory Com¬ 
mittee conducted an exten¬ 
sive pike management review 
and obtained over 1100 re¬ 
sponses during its public con¬ 
sultation process. Hugh 
Norris, chair of the commit¬ 
tee, observed, "I was particu¬ 
larly impressed with the in¬ 
terest of the participants, the 
quality of their ideas and 
their strong belief that pike 
populations should be man¬ 
aged for sustainability and 
enjoyment today and in the 
future."

several tin toys, including a 
tin dirigible and a small work¬ 
ing pump. In the 1850s, Ameri¬ 
can toy makers began making 
mechanical tin toys powered 
by clock-work mechanisms, 
such as the "Honeymoon Ex¬ 
press" mechanical train fea¬ 
tured in the exhibit. 

Cast iron toys appeared in 
the second half of the 19th 
century and were mostly made 


in the United States. By cas¬ 
ing iron in moulds, thousands 
of identical toys could be made 
at a modest cost. A cast iron 
fire pumper and ice wagon are 
two exciting toys shown in 
Tin Plate Wishes & Cast Iron 
Dreams, along with less racy 
but no less enjoyable cast iron 
toys such as a meat grinder, a 
play stove and pots and pans.

But 1 find great comfort in the 
fact that God also takes care 
of the seemingly insignificant 
things in life as well. I marvel 
when I read of the account of 
Jesus visiting the mother-in- 
law of Simon Peter who was 
sick with a fever. People come 
down with fever all the time. 
No big deal take two aspirin 
and get over it right! Wrong! 
Jesus comes personally Peter's 
mother-in-law and heals her 


Focus on the FamiCy 

By Dr. James Dobson 


James C. Dobson, Ph.D., is founder and president of Focus on the Family, a non-profit 
organization dedicated to the preservation of the home. Dr. Dobson is married, the father of two 
grown children, and resides in Colorado. 

He was for 14 years an associate clinical professor of pediatrics at the University of Southern 
California School of Medicine, and served for 17 years on the attending staff of Childrens's Hospital of Los Angeles. He has also 
been heavily involved in govermental activities relating to the preservation of the family. 



QUESTION: My oldest son is approaching the age where we 
had previously agreed to allow him to date. The more I think 
about it, though, the more the whole idea concerns me. It seems 
that even in the best of dating situations, the negatives exceed 
the positives. I can't help but feel that I'm setting my son up for 
failure. Several of my friends have adopted the concept of 
"courtship" rather than dating. Could you please explain this 
idea to me, and suggest which of the two arrangements you 
favor? 

DR. DOBSON: Simply put, the "courtship" concept is a 
reaction to the dating model, which is thought by many to be 
unhealthy. Dating couples go through a series of short-term 
and often unsatisfying relationships over a period of five or 10 
years or longer. As such, they are being taught to flit from one 
relationship to another like a honeybee buzzing from flower to 
flower. Why would they not be inclined later to bail out on a 
marriage partner when bored or frustrated? Dating also en¬ 
courages sexual familiarity and experimentation. It isn't diffi¬ 
cult to understand why an increasing number of parents feel 
this traditional model undermines commitment, exclusivity 
and permanence in marriage. 

The courtship model, by contrast, seeks to postpone 
emotional and physical entanglements until they occur with 


the probable husband or wife. The family is very supportive in 
helping to choose that special individual for a serious courtship 
when the time is right. Until then, relationships between the sexes 
are limited to group situations in carefully controlled settings. 
Physical intimacy for the sake of titillation and experimentation is 
considered to be most inappropriate. It is the ultimate in "saving 
oneself for the man or woman with whom a lifetime will be spent. 

Many parents, and undoubtedly the majority of teen¬ 
agers, would consider the courtship model to be extreme and 
terribly restrictive. Not every teen-ager would tolerate it. I believe 
it is a good idea in those settings where both generations are 
committed to it and are willing to work together to make it 
successful. "Courtship" is not recommended in cases of adolescent 
rebellion or where there is great resistance to the idea. Whether or 
not to take this approach, therefore, is a matter for individual 
families to determine.

fever. This was no raising of 
the dead, no making the blind 
see, no calming of the storm. 
Just simply curing a common 
fever. But in that seemingly 
insignificant act lies great 
truth and comfort. 

There is no situation or 
problem or concern so insig¬ 
nificant in our lives that God 
would overlook it. There is no 
person who is so insignificant 
that God would over look that 
person. Jesus demonstrates 
the extent of God's love. He 
takes care of the small stuff of 
our lives and the people that 
we and our world would deem 
to be small or insignificant. 

He healed Simon Peter's 
mother-in-law and relieved her 
discomfort and gladdened the 
heart of Simon Peter and his 
family. In entering into the 
seemingly insignificant dis¬ 
comfort of this woman's life, 
her life was transformed. In 
the Gospel account of this in¬ 
cident (you can read it for 
yourself in the gospel of Mark 
1:30-31) we read that she got 
up and served her guests. Her 
life became useful. 

We often measure goodness 
by the greatness of a person's 
act. The greatest marathon 
runner among us may be able 
to run up and down the side of 
a mountain and navigate suc¬ 
cessfully around boulders. 
That, same person can also be 
felled by one insignificant peb¬ 
ble in the wrong place at the 
wrong time. 

I find great comfort in know¬ 


ing that God demonstrates the 
extent of his love by caring for 
the seemingly insignificant 
things of my life. He doesn't 
brush them aside. He doesn't 
tell me to get over it. He enters 
right into my life and takes my 
hand and lifts my life up. And 
in doing so He transforms and 
enriches my life and enables 
me to become useful. 

During the month of Febru¬ 
ary we will likely hear all sorts 


of stories about love, measured 
by great actions. The model of 
Jesus suggests another route. 
The most transforming love 


comes when we involve our¬ 
selves in the mundane or the 
seeming insignificant parts of 
one another's life.

Didsbury's name was derived from the Town of 
Didsbury in Manchester, England. The first set¬ 
tlers were descendants of Dutch Mennonites 
from Pennsylvania who emigrated as United 
Empire Loyalists to Waterloo County, Ontario 
and then on to Didsbury, AB. 

The principle settler in all this was Jacob Y. 
Shantz. Shantz was hand picked by Sir John A. 
MacDonald in 1893 to pick a site for the 
Mennonites. 

Shantz built an immigration hall, a barn and 
a well in preparation for the settlers. 

For his work he received a quarter section of 
land from the government. In 1894 Shantz returned to Waterloo County and 
picked 34 more settlers to return with him to Didsbury. Each of the new settlers 
received a quarter section of land as well.

Serious cash for a serious 
subject: scholarship contest 


With the cost of post-second¬ 
ary education spiralling upwards, 
it’s good to know that there are 
unique scholarship opportuni¬ 
ties for rural youth. Managing 
the Farm for the Future essay 
contest is open to Grade 12 stu¬ 
dents in Manitoba, Saskatch¬ 
ewan, Alberta, and the Peace 
River Region of British Colum¬ 
bia, whose parents actively farm 
for a living. The first prize, a 
$10,000 scholarship, is payable 
over four years of post-second- 
ary education. The three run¬ 
ners-up, one from each of the 
prairie provinces, will each re¬ 
ceive $2,000 scholarships. Those 
entries from British Columbia’s 
Peace River Region will be judged 
with the Alberta entries. 

“The contest is intended to 
promote good cropping practices 
to manage herbicide resistance,” 
says Todd Andrews, weed spe¬ 
cialist, Manitoba Agriculture and 
a member of WREAP (Weed Re¬ 
sistance Education and Action 
Program). WREAP is the newly 
formed group that is sponsoring 
the contest. “We hope the con¬ 
test will increase awareness of 
the need for, and the value of, 
integrated weed management 
practices.” 

WREAP is a partnership be¬ 


tween provincial and federal ag¬ 
riculture departments and in¬ 
dustry, comprised of weed ex¬ 
perts representing the three prai¬ 
rie provinces. The group’s goal is 
to achieve a harmonized ap¬ 
proach in communicating infor¬ 
mation related to herbicide re¬ 
sistance and to motivate farmers 
to take at least one additional 
step towards preventing or man¬ 
aging weed resistance on their 
farms. 

According to Neil Harker, 
weed scientist with Agriculture 
and Agri-Food Canada at 
Lacombe Research Station in 
Alberta and another member of 
the WREAP group, awareness of 
the issue of herbicide resistance 
is high among farmers. “Moti¬ 
vating action is more difficult," 
he says. 'We are looking for es¬ 
says with the power to influence 
farmers to take action. The mes¬ 
sages must balance the need to 
generate farm income today with 
the importance of protecting the 
farm’s value for future genera¬ 
tions.” 

Herbicide resistant weeds 
have an impact on the future of 
farming notes Clark Brenzil, 
weed control specialist, Sas¬ 
katchewan Agriculture and 
Food. “It seemed appropriate to 


challenge our future farmers to 
take an active role in communi¬ 
cating the importance of re¬ 
sponsible land stewardship.”

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Cattlemen plan legal action over anti-dumping 


On October 1,1998, the U.S. 
Ranchers-Cattlemen Action 
Legal Foundation (R-CALF) 
filed three separate petitions 
with the U.S. Department of 
Commerce (DOC) requesting 
initiation of anti-dumping 
(AD) and countervailing duty 
(CVD) investigations on im¬ 
ports of live cattle from Canada 
and anti-dumping actions 
against imports of live cattle 
from Mexico. The petitions 
covered slaughter and feeder 
cattle, but excluded breeding 
animals. 

"For the Canadian case, R- 
CALF alleges a dumping mar¬ 
gin of about $100 Canadian 
per head, and government sub¬ 
sidies of about $100 per head," 
says Nithi Govindasamy, with 
Alberta Agriculture, Food and 
Rural Development's policy 
secretariat, Edmonton. 
"Among the 34 programs cited 
in the original CVD petition 
are the Alberta Feeder Asso¬ 
ciation's Guarantee Program, 
the Canada/Alberta Beef In¬ 
dustry Development Fund, 
Alberta Public Grazing Lands 
Improvement Program and 
Provincial Crown Lands Pro¬ 
grams. Both Net Income 
Stabilization Account (NISA) 
and the CWB export monopoly 
on barley are alleged to pro¬ 
vide counteravailable subsi¬ 
dies." 

The U.S. National Cattle¬ 
men's Beef Association (NCBA), 
representing the majority of U.S. 
cattle producers, moved to sup¬ 
port the CVD investigation on 
Canada and took no position 
with respect to the AD peti¬ 
tion against Canada. On Nov. 
10, 1998, R-CALF withdrew 
all three petitions. But, the 
game wasn't over yet - two 
days later, the same three pe¬ 
titions were re-filed by R- 


CALF, this time purporting to 
contain more information on 
the level of industry support 
for the petitions. 

On Dec. 22, 1998, the DOC 
announced the initiation of all 
three investigations. It was 
time for the United States In¬ 
ternational Trade Commission 
(USITC) to determine, on a 
preliminary basis, whether any 
harm or 'injury' to the U.S. 
industry had occurred or 
threatened to occur as a result 
of cattle imports. If not, the 
cases would be terminated. 
Under U.S. law, if the investi¬ 
gations confirm that imports 
are being dumped (i.e., either 
prices in the exporting coun¬ 
try are higher than the prices 
for exports to the U.S., or 
export prices are below the 
full cost of production in the 
exporting country) or are un¬ 
fairly subsidized and cause 
injury to the U.S. domestic 
industry, offsetting duties may 
be imposed on Canadian and 
Mexican imports of live cattle. 

"On Jan. 19, 1999, the 
USITC voted four to two that 
there was a reasonable indica¬ 
tion of material injury or 
threat of injury caused by 
dumped and/or subsidized live 
cattle imports from Canada,” 
says Len Ewanyk, senior policy 
analyst with Alberta Agricul¬ 
ture's policy secretariat, Ed¬ 
monton. "At the same time, 
the determination on injury 
on live cattle from Mexico was 
negative, effectively terminat¬ 
ing the AD case against 
Mexico. 

"Procedurally, the DOC will 
now have to determine whether 
dumping has occurred and 
whether counteravailable sub¬ 
sidies have been provided be¬ 
fore the ITC can make a final 
injury determination. The

DOC’s preliminary determina¬ 
tion on dumping, absent an 
extension, will be made on May 
11, 1999, but may be extended 
until June 30, 1999. At that 
time, provisional antidumping 
duties could be applied. The 
preliminary countervailing 
duty (CVD) determination will 
be made by Mary 3, 1999. Pro¬ 
visional duties could be ap¬ 
plied at that time. Final deter¬ 
mination of injury by the ITC 
is expected by the end of 1999 
or early January 2000. It is 
only when the ITC makes its 
final affirmative ruling on in¬ 
jury that duties are levied on a 
permanent basis." 

The Government of Alberta 
has employed legal counsel in 
Washington, D.C. to defend 
our cattle industry against 
these unfounded subsidy alle¬ 
gations. The Canadian Cattle¬ 
men's Association is taking 
the lead in fending off the dump¬ 
ing allegations. The Govern¬ 
ment of Canada and other pro¬ 
vincial governments, as well 
as the Canadian Wheat Board 
have legal counsel working on 
their behalf. Given the large 


number of provincial and fed¬ 
eral programs under investi¬ 
gation, a joint defence strat¬ 
egy is being implemented. 

In 1997, Alberta exports of 
live cattle (excluding pure bred 
breeding cattle) were valued 


at $658 million. In the first 
nine months of 1998, the value 
of Alberta's exports to the U.S. 
amounted to $543 million. Ca¬ 
nadian cattle exports to the 
U.S. make up less than 4% of 
total U.S. consumption.

Smith still going strong

Its ironic that the National Hockey 
League presents awards for the best defen¬ 
sive 


forward (Seike Trophy) and the best 
offensive forward (Art Ross Trophy), but 
only one trophy goes to the best defenceman; 
the Norris Trophy. The award is given to 
the best all-round defenceman. With the 
exception of Chris Pronger and Ray 
Bourque, it seems to fall in the hands of the 
most offensive defenceman. The funny 
thing is defencemen are vital to a team's 
success. Yet the handfull of solid stay-at- 
home defenceman receive hardly any rec¬ 
ognition for their constant hard work. 

Calgary Flames' Steve Smith is one of those reliable players who is 
nearly impossible to beat one-on-one. A hulking 6'4" and 2151bs., he's a 
tower of power for Brian Sutter's club. But at the age of 35 and with a 
wonky back, many critics including himself, didn't think that after 52 
games he would have only missed one. 

"I actually feel fortunate to play as often as 1 have,'' Smith agreed. He 
also added that the coaches have allowed him a lot of time off between 
games in order to rest up for the next contest. So far this season Smith 
has scored a goal and added 12 assists, while collecting 56 minutes of 
penalties. 

In Smith, the Flames also have the luxury of a veteran winner who 
can help Derek Morris and Denis Gauthier progress their game. 

"I think every veteran player puts pressure on himself," Smith said. 
"It was always taught to me. It's like the passing of the torch." 

Like a lot of NHL players, Smith didn't always play defence. 

"I used to play center...but when the goals stopped going in I had to 
think of a way where I'd be more consistent at." 

Smith admitted that he didn't really have any ideas for his life besides 
hockey. 

"I (just) felt blessed to go out and play," Smith said. 

He was Edmonton's fifth choice, eleventh overall, in the 1981 Entry 
Draft. Smith spent two more years in the Ontario Hockey League 
playing with the London Knights, before joining the prestigious Oilers. 

Smith said he doesn't really have any superstitions, but he does have 
some idiosyncrasies, like putting his pads, socks, and skates on the right 
side first - then the left side. 

And as for playing next year he just smiled and said, "like I tell all the 
media, I’m just taking it one day at a time." 

Seems to be working great so far.

About the CFC Bulletin 

The Canadian Firearms 
Centre (CFC) Bulletin ex¬ 
plains specific areas of the 
FireArms Act and how it 
affects you. The CFC is the 
group of federal and pro- 
vincial/territorial partners 
implementing the Fire¬ 
arms Act which is being 
phased in from Dec. 1,1998 
to Jan. L 2003. 
Transfers 

Under the Firearms Act, 
to buy, barter, receive as a 
gift or inherit a firearm is 
considered a transfer. As 
of Dec. 1, 1998, to acquire 
or to receive a firearm in a 
transfer, you must hold a 
valid Firearms Acquisition 
Certificate (FAC) or a new 
Possession and Acquisition 
Licence. You may acquire 
any class of firearm (non- 
restricted, restricted, pro¬ 
hibited) with an FAC (al¬ 
though to acquire a pro¬ 


hibited firearm both you 
and the firearm must have 
"grandfathered" status). 
Your Possession and Ac¬ 
quisition Licence will indi¬ 
cate the class of firearm 
you are eligible to acquire. 
During the transfer proc¬ 
ess the firearm must be¬ 
come registered to the new 
owner. All restricted and 
prohibited firearms also 
must be verified before they 
are transferred. In cases 
where a restricted or pro¬
